A large audience gathered in tho 
park last evening to listen to the 
address of Kev. P aul IL Castle, the 
chaitti)ion of labors cause, from the 
standpoint of tho Bible.

“Jesus was a popular man.

^vas popular with thé masses? 
The 
-^friptures tell us that the ix^oplo caine 
from all portions of Palestine to hoar 
Tlinr, that 4,000 and *fi,000 gathered 
at times. 
Only’a few months bp'fore 
H is crucifixion ^thousands gathered 
to bear Him. 
The,Bible says that so 
greal was the thron|i that one stood 
upon another. 
'As to,^ tho passage, 
‘He canio \mto H is Own, and H is 
own received Hini not,’ the meaning is 
that Ho eamo uiiio his own nation and 
H is nation reetíívod Him' not. And it 
was not the common people, but their

Ho resisted successfuly the tempta­ 
tion to .sell him self to Mammon. 


“For the first few centuries the 
{ihureh got its members from the 
poor people. 
B ut now I am afraid 
tluit U(it many pastors could say that 
tho poor are being reached by the re­ 
ligion of JesuB Christ.' When Con» 
stantino espoused tho cause of the 
church and identified it with the state, 
it ceased to be tho perseouted and be­ 
came th(! persecutor. 


“Tho economic 
interests 
of 
the 
churcii and of society have decided 
largely its moral principles.

was a time when the whole world de­ 
clared tho divine riglit of kings.

sho 
has since resided. 
While hero she made many lasting 
friends by her beautiful and self- 
sacrificing life. Tho following article 
entitled, “W hat She Could,” publish­ 
ed recently 
in 
tho Sunday School 
Times, gives an excellent account of 
her life ; 


“M argaretta Mosos was a beauti- 
fuJ girl until the smallpox left its 
mark upon lier face. 
Sho never mar­ 
ried and had a hard battle to make a 
living, especially when she became so 
crippled that she could not lift her 
right hand to- her head. 


“L eft 
an 
orphan, sho moved to 
Koodhouso, Hl., and bought a small 
house. In one poorly furnished room 
of this sho lived, while the rest she 
rented. 


“She supported herself by baking 
bread and selling it among the vil­ 
lagers. For years the little woman in 
her hood and calico dress, with her 
basket over her arm, was a fam iliar 
figure on the streets, 


“Everybody know crippled Margar­ 
etta Moses. 
They know that sho al­ 
ways had a kind word and a merry 
smile for those sho met. 
They knew, 
too, that she made it a habit to speak 
to the wayward and careless, and urge 
them to a moro earnest life. 
But 
not nian.y know wh,y sho lived in a 
single room when she owned her own 
home. 


“Margaretta Mose.s denied herself 
that she, out of her poverty, might 
enjoy Iho luxur.y of helping others. 
She was continually on tho outlook 
for opportunities, and, of course, she 
found them. 


“One day the hooded fiirure entered 
the building of the Railroad younc? 
l\ren’s Christian asosciation at Kood- 
house. 
The secretary was out, hut 
sho left a few dollars, with the mess 
age that she had heard that new hymn 
bodks were needed by the youncr men. 


“Her interest in the work of the 
nssoeintion led her to subscvihe for 
perindifals. which told of the work 
carried on among the young men nf 
other lauds. 
She was especially at- 
frncted as she read of the success of 
Mr. David McConaughty in liidia. 
Everv midnicht when she arose to set 
her “sponge” she used to praj' for 
him. 


“One day the mail brought to the 
international committee of the associ­ 
ation a draft for $2i5, with a request 
from Margaretta Moses that it be 
used in the m issi/n work for young 
men. H er name had never been heard 
of at the office and it was supposed 
she was a woman of means. 
So the 
next .year a letter was sent her ask­ 
ing a renewal of the offering. 
She 
replied that as tbe former g ift repre­ 
sented the savings of .years, it would 
1)0 impossible to duplicato it. 
How­ 
ever, she enclosed $10. 
This was her 
all. W hen Mr. L. D. W ishard learned 
this, ho wrote at once, asking leave 
to return the gift. 
But; the earnest 
woman urged him to uso it iri the 
cause s Hb loved. 


“The message reached Mr. Wishard^ 
in Cleveland, Ohio, as he was about to 
call on a wealthy woman, whom he 
hoped to interest in the asosciation’s 
work in China. In the course of his 
talk with Km** be told the story of 
the crippled bread baker in Rood- 
house, w ith the result that' the lady 
contributed $1,200 a year. 


“Mr. Wishard says he Heard thè 
story of Margaretta Moses in all 
parts of tbe world and that many oth­ 
er g ifts have been influenced by the 
story of her glad surrender .of her 
all to her Master’s service.”
